PROTESTANTISM IS TAKING THE WRONG 
COURSE. 

From every country in which Protestantism has had a 
fairly firm footing, we are hearing that it is distiategrating, 
and not one among the hundreds of explanations of the 
“wherefore” seems to explain. Within the various denomina- 
tions churchmen are divided between two camps in their 
diagnosis of the trouble. Those in the one camp believe that 
the old doctrines are unsuited to the modern age, and they 
advocate the discarding of definite doctrinal teaching in fa- 
vor of the liberals, churched and unchurched. The occupants 
of this camp call themselves “Modernists.” The other camp 
contains thousands who believe that the trouble consists in 
the very attempt to curry favor with those who believe that 
it is a mark of greater intelligence to call the old beliefs into 
question. Hence these latter urge that greater emphasis be 
placed on the old fundamentals, and they call themselves 
“Fundamentalists.” 


Both groups, however, observing that the Catholic 
Church is becoming more firmly entrenched everywhere des- 
pite the growth and greater activities of most aggressive 
enemies belonging to organizations national and international 
outside the churches, believe that it will be helpful to Prot- 
estantism to take sides with the anti-Catholic movements, no, 
matter what the personnel and the motive behind them. 


This very sympathy with anti-Catholicism is doing more 
than any other thing to injure Protestantism. Destroy, if 
such a thing were possible, the nineteen century old and uni- 
versally established Catholic Church, and Christianity itself 
must collapse. The powerful enemies of the Catholic Church 
are at heart also enemies of Protestantism, except insofar as 
the latter is drifting towards the infidel level on which they 
stand. Protestantism should save itself by standing closely 
by the Catholic Church in her defense of the ancient Chris- 
tian teachings, and of the integrity of the moral law, by 
which'the sociai evils of the day must be combated. 

It should be clear to churchmen generally that persecu- 
tion only brings out the best that is in the Catholic religion, 
and that it cannot sever from her membership any except 
weaklings. When these are lost to the Catholic Church they 
represent no gain to Protestantism, but first to indifferent- 
ism and ultimately to infidelity. Whether apostate Catholics 
pretend to chase believing what they actually do believe, or 
cease to practice what at heart they believe in, they are un- 
principled and furnish to the world just such men as will be- 
come identified with a bad cause. The Roman ranks can 
never be broken by assault, while the Protestant ranks may 
become augmented by an alliance with friends rather than 
with enemies of Christ.

Every now atid then Catholics are confronted with the 
theory, generally advanced by its propagators with an im- 
pudent air of finality (as though anyone who dared to differ 
with them was an imbecile), that Catholicism is a derivation 
of paganism.

Everything else, practiced or believed 
by the Catholic Church, Phillips says, is not Christianity, but 
paganism. In his book calied “Catholic Intolerance,” Phillips 
States that neither he nor other “Protestants” would believe 
in Jesus Christ, if he were not “a good man’’——as if Our Lord 
Himself were not the standard of Eternal Justice! 

A slightly further development of the Phillips theory 
will be found in a book called “The Origin and Evolution of 
Religion” by Albert, Churchward, M. D., published by E. P.
